Seek Symptons of 
Calf Pneumonia 
Farmers Warned 


Farm ers were warned 
today 
to 
“ baby your calves” and guard against 
the seriou danger of calf pneum onia 
during the harsh weather of late win­ 
ter and early spring. 
A bulletin 
from 
the 
American 
Foundation for Animal H ealth em ­ 
phasized that every provision for th* 
comfort of calves is essential if los­ 
ses from this disease are to be pre­ 
vented. 
Five recommendations for the con­ 
trol of calf pneumonia and associated 
diseases were offered by the F ounda­ 
tion ; 
Pi i t , protect your calves against 
exposure to cold winds and 
rains. 
Provide well-ventilated, dry, sanitary 
quarters. 
Calves 
readily 
contract 
pneumonia when exposed directly to 
drafts when indoors. 
“ Avoid overcrowding of young an i­ 
mals in stuffy quarters and then tu rn ­ 
ing them out in inclement w eather. 
“ Watch fo r the symptoms of pneu­ 
m onia— dullness, poor appetite, high 
fever, difficult breathing, constipa­ 
tion or diarrhea. 
“ When these symptoms occur, ob­ 
tain a veterinary diagnosis at once. 
Som etim es pneum onia occurs as 
a 
secondary condition associated with 
other serious diseases. 
“If pneumonia is present, put into 
effect at once the treatm ent and spe­ 
cial care prescribed for the animal. 
During the recovery period, provide 
palatable and easily-digested feeds." 
Although no 
specific 
preventive 
fo r certain types of calf pneumonia 
has been 
developed, 
veterinarians 
have had some success with the use 
a t therapeutic measures, the A m eri­ 
can Foundation said.

Outlives Native 
Variety 


Corn hybrid* are destined to take 
the place of the native open polli­ 
nated varieties of coi n 
in 
I exas, 
-ays E. A. Miller, agronomist of *,he 
Texas A. and M. College Extension 
Service, 


Miller believes that the open polli­ 
nated varieties are on the way out 
because Texas fanners can trot much 
greater yields from hybrid varieties, 


Although corn hybrids adapted to 
Texas have been available for only 
a few years, about HUO,OOO acres 
one-fifth of the state’s corn a c r e a g e 
— was planted to hybrids in 
1946, 
Miller says. He believes that as soon 
as more seed is available and farm ­ 
ers realize the value of corn hybrids, 
acreage will be expanded on a much 
larger scale. 
""in field tests conducted (during 
1946 at 17 different Texas A. and 
M. College Agricultural Experiment 
substations corn hybrids showed an 
average yield increase of 33 per cent 
over open pollinated varieties. These 
tests were made in nearly all sec­ 
tions of the state. 
Such increases 
from hybrids can be had by fa rm ­ 
ers at an extra seed cost of only 75 
cents to $1, Miller says, and will mean 
more dollars in the corn growers 
pockets. 
The 
Experiment 
Station 
tests 
showed that hybrids have certain 
regions in which they are 
well 
a- 
dapted, Miller says. The Texas yel­ 
low hybrid No. 12 is well adapted 
in the more humid sections of E a st 
Texas, especially on fertile soil, in­ 
cluding river bottoms. Eight and 18 
have made good records in the cen­ 
tral and western corn-gTOwing areas, 
and the new yellow hybrid No. 20 
has a wide adapation and is suitable 
for the drier as well as the more hu­ 
mid sections. The white hybrid No. 
9W, also widely adapted, is the only 
hybrid that can be recommended for 
the Gulf Coastal Prairie, Miller says.

Plainview Farmer 


Plan tin- work. then work the plan 


That’s the slogan of A. L. Berry, 


Hood County farmer of 
Fairview, 


who, according to County Agricul­ 


tural Agent J. Q, Gallaway, is now 


making record yields of peanuts and 


watermelons on land that couldn I 
be sold five years ago for $10 an 
acre. 
By mapping out a definite plan and 
then timing operations to get full 
benefit of nature. Berry 
has 
put 
practices into operation 
that 
are 
bringing 
him profits like the $100 
per acre return he got in 1946 from 
29 acres of peanuts. 
County Agent Gallaway says that 
B en y considers his land a business 
partner, sharing with it the expenses 
of growing a crop and returning to it 
some of the dividends. In Berry s 
opinion, that is one of the secrets 
of getting land to work for its own­ 
er. He plants good seed, cultivates 
well, and puts plenty of plant food 
back into the soil by 
planting 
le­ 
gumes and applying fertilizer. 


The land from which Berry got 
ms profitable peanut yield ba.* bow 
been planted to Austrian winter peas 
that are "up to a perfect stan d" and 
will furnish grazing during the win­ 
ter months until they are turned un­ 
der next s p r in g to enrich the soil still 
further. The peas were inoculated 
before planting and the land given 
a 300 pound per acre application of 
20 per cent superphosphate. 
By carrying out plans like this one 
during the past five years, County 
Agent Gallaway says Berry now has 
land that will never be sold for as 
low as $10 an acre.

Farm Planning 
Booklet Published 


"F arm and Home Planning,” 
a 
booklet offering rural families 
an 
outline by which they can write down 
and carry out plans during 1947, 
has been published by the Texas A. 


and M. College Extension Service. 


The booklet, Extension 
MS-776, 
can be obtained by writing to the 
Texas A. and M. College Extension 
Service, College Station, Texas, or 
by calling at the local county agri­ 
cultural agent’s office. 
Farm and home management spe­ 
cialists of the Extension Service who 
compiled the material in the booklet 
say that it is a simple means of putt­ 
ing down on paper the fam ily’s ideas 
of what they want to do on the farm 
and in the home. Such plans should 
be written down, the specialists say, 
so the family will have a guide in 
carrying out ideas. A farm and home 
plan can help the family provide for 
such things as a farm or ranch free 
of debt; a comfortable house and 
farm buildings supplied with labor 
saving equipment; comfort and se­ 
curity in old age; adequate food tor 
the family; improved soil fertility 
and a high production level.
